The bishop's town crier-stood under the 
cross to. shout the names of hankrupits, tix- 
dedlgers, short-weight merchants, and those 
wuilty of blasphemy—strange offense for 
a seafaring town—sentenced to the pillory. 
Before exch Holy Week he droned ao 
warning to Jews to leave the city “diurmg 
the week they had made Jesus suffer.” 

St. Thomas's Gate takes its name trom 
a chapel, The Breton sailor, when mot 


pirating, lowed to pray, and St. Thomas 
wis his favorite samt The gate wos ¢n- 
dowed with its original shrine by a crew 
who told their credulows fellow towns- 
men how the patron had saved them from 
an octepris that had wrapped its arn 
about their cratt, 

The grog was strong in those days and 
the tale was vivid, When the shrine was 
built, however, the sailors divided St. 
Thomas's wlory, adding to his statue o 
painting of themselves shooting the octo- 
pus froma yardarm,

The modern St. Malo was only three 
years old when the dogs were purchased, 
but the city was ancient even then, Th 
the sixth century, a hernit named Aaron 
had a hut of stone on the rock Opposite, 
where formerly had stood the Gallo-Ro- 
ran city of Aleth, now St. Servan. One 
day a holy man ¢afled Malo, Maclow, 
Maclon, Machut,or Maclovius-came over 
the waves from Wales in a homemade 
state dugaut. According to his memory, 
he had heen horn in $20. With the hermit 
Aaron as an audience, the visitor held 
relivions services om the back af a com. 
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platsant while. The taciturn Maloun 
has neither sags nor script and may have 
confused his patron with Jonah, Pur ne 
carping historat has proved the tale false.

When he heeame bishop 
of Aleth, in tig4, most of his foek lived 
atros the hiv, on Aaron tock, the -site 
of the present St. Alala, His predecessor 
had given the rock to the Benedictine 
mink=, and it was only after eight years, 
during which Jean made four trips to

‘This 
the paths. of two remarkable women 
erassed, one ded five years hefore the 
other was born, The old house of both 
stinks woperturbedd, 

The headstrong Anne, charmer of 
kings, is credited with the Chiteau which 
frowned dewn on the walls of the free 
city amd stom] asa bulwark ayainst ene- 
mies who might come by land, and which 
toulay, with its ments, its quiet parks, and 
its towering, walle half buried tn the sand, 
only a histone pile sheltering a museum, 
anexhilnt of Breton needlework, anc po- 
trent clerks collecting taxes. and issue 
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permits de atjour to strangers who tarry 
in St. Malo (see poges 150, (58). | 

One day in 1424 a) breathless boy in- 
forme! the sovertign bishop. that met 
were staking outa wall just outside the 
riiiparts, on the spit of sand which at 
low tide commected the rocky island with 
the shore, Bishop William of Montiort lev 
a proidessitint ot monks tothe drawhridge 
of St. Thomas's Gate, threw'a. pebble over 
the ramparts: as proof that the land was 
his, and forbacke the work. Jean VI clic 
not heed, but tiyished the Great Dyngeon, 
which stl towers above the city, to show 
that he was ruler in the Duchy of Hnit- 
fan. Has sim, Frareois O. built the walls, 
their embrastired tops then 118 fect above 
the ground, and had fished the sturdy 
Generale Tower in tgss. In rsor datigh- 
ter Anne completed the task.

Therefore it mecit nothing to the easy 
ening natives of Mayanga that our bet 
from France had landed us bere just fif- 
leen minutes too late to catch the ttle 
coastwise boat which we had hoped to 
tike to Tuléar, Another tmatl-boat would 
leave msax weeks; so, aecording to Mala- 
ipish ophilosephy., the situation wasn't 
hopeless atall. If we didnt care to. wait, 
of course we must Teure out other plats

Qur fivuring was complicated by the 
fact thar | spoke almost no French and 
ny COMPANION To English.

streets,” or caravan trails trom China to 
the Rhine; and from Peru down to Argen- 
Hoa the walking Incas carried their wares— 
but the Santa Fe Trail, in one short ecn- 
tury, has became one of the most traveled 
rovites in the world, | 

Southwest into Kansas the Old Tra 
runs; thence west along ‘the north hank 
of the Arkansas River, which formed part 
of the boundary between the United States 
iid Mexico until the war of 1846-48. A 
few miles west of where Dodge City stands 
the ‘Trail originally erossed the river, ot 
Cimarron Crossing, following the Ci- 
marron Valley over southwest Kansas and 
ono Las Vegas, New Mexico, But this 
road crossed many miles of waterless land, 
an later pioneers blazed a longer but 
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more watered path (see map, puge-2r5}. 


This fatter branch became in time the 
main thoroughiare, especially ior wagons, 
It follows the Arkansas River into Colo- 
raid, through La Junta and Trinidad ; 
thence over Raton Pass, and to Las Veeas 
aml Sunta Fe. To-day the Santa Fe Kail- 
way and the popular Satta Fe motor 
highway ust this same route or ‘closely 
parallel it. 

From Franklin, Missouri, to Santa Fe 
the old trail is now well marked by monu- 
ments set up by the Davghters of the 
American Revolution.

It was at Black Jack that Join Browt of 
Kansas, executed later at Charles Town, 
led his Free-Staters against the Muissou- 
rians; and it was back from Lawrence 
that Quantrell and his Missourl guerrillas 
retreated after their historic nid on the 
town.

Much af Kansas affords a rare example 
af man’s economic conquest of a once al- 
most worthless region, Any discussion of 
its early socal disorders, its sanguinary 
political fights, its devastating iirouths 
afd grasshopper plagues, would be out of 
(lace in a story about the Santa Fe Trail. 
But one cannot follow this Trail actrees 
the State and talk with pioneer farmers 
and merchants whe remember, for exani- 
ple, when 30,000 dissatisfied people qnit 
Kansas in 188g for € dklnhoma, and whe 
remember when armics of broken and 
bankrupt hotne-seekers tured sorrowtully 
lock east, withoit gaining a vivid picture 
of the struggle Kurisasamade for salvation, 

Science, power machines on iarms, the 
magic of quick communications, irriga- 
tion, codperative market methods, ar 
hilind pioneer persistenee—these are fac- 
tors in the mse of Kansas, Spots in its 
west are to-day, of course; nearly asempty 
aé when Corona came in r54tand found 
“nnighty plains anid sandy heathy, smooth 
and wearisome, full af crook-back oxen, 
anda shower of haul as big as oranges, 
which cased] many tears and yows.” 

Hut in Kansas to plant a tree is an act 
of grace. Since [ first saw it, as a bay, 
the aspect of its landscape has been mich 
changed by trees, Sunburnt boom towns 
now have tree-lined, shaded streets, Nor 
is the whole State a flat plain, as often 
assumed. Riding the Old Trail out the 
“Kaw,” one sees bluffs and hills of site 
height. Ti fact, this part of Kansas, with 
its belted uplands and broken, dipping 
rocky strata, as-in the Flint Hills, has 
often been compared to northern France, 
Many patches of native woods, with grotips 
of imposing old cottonwoods, adorn this 
region; and, trom Okinhoma, Kivnsas pit 
neers lary ago brought the (Osage-orange, 
anormamental hedge familiar now mn many 
parts of the Middle West,

Pawnee Rock, famous landmark, tear 
the present town of that name, isa cliff on 
the north rin of the Arkansas Valley. The 
Old Trail rans in its dark, bloody shadow. 
lt was long feared as the most dangerous 
spot onthe whole march to Santa Fe. fe 
ians resting upon it could see for miles

over the Ash, Walnut, and Arkansas val- 
levs and make ready to ambush the com- 
ing wagon trains. It was here that yong 
Kat Carson, standing guard at night, mis- 
took lus own mule foran Indian and shot 
Ht! On the hills rocky tace thousands of 
freighters, soldiers, trappers, gold-seekers, 
and emigrants carved their names beside 
the petroglyphs of savages (see ilustra- 
tion, pmape 25.9). 

Climb upon whatis leit of tt now, since 
pioneers quarried here for building stone, 
and vou can understand why rival Indian 
tribes fonght for it, Miles away sweeps 
the great hend- of the Arkansas; and there 
hes the rich valley of the W alt, Tor ages 
a vast, watered Pes of green prass, 
feeding ground for countless buffalo. 
Seeking meat, various warring Indian 
tribes aiten met here, and this region was 
the scene-of more tribal conflicts than any 
other-spot in America. Particularly it was 
the arena of death struggles between the 
powerful Pawnees and their hereditary 
enemies, the Chevennes.

Time and again through this region 
proat strikes you that the Spaniards who 
cilontized New Spain were not all mere 
gild-seckers and adventurers: You have 
lat to reird their early commnmnnities 
which still exist, or even the sites af de- 
cayed adobe homes, with their ancient 
sinit-clogved irrigation ditches, linting at 
gardens ond orchirds long gone, to ser 
that they were more than marauders. 
They introditeed many tow familiar plants 
and animals into the Southwest. 

The Conquest was not all romatice; it 
hal bread-and-butter aspects, As carly 
as 1495 the Spanish had sent chickens, 
horses and mares, pigs; sheep, cattle, jacks 
ond jennets, as well as millet and other 
seed, ta the West Indies : they also sent 
tardeners, millwrights, and blacksmiths. 

In time they transferred their whole 
auricultural system to the islinils, ane then 
to Mexteo and ovr Southwest. They 
brought not only plants and seeds, but 
flour nulls, sugar mills, -and their system 
of irrigation and land laws. Father Kino 
cained his ascendancy over [rs anil 
Ponaens by tiringing them domestic ani- 
mals and new friits and vegetables. It 
was into this world of Spanish sorial 
forms fai economics that the Old ‘Trail 
led when it ran down tnta New Mexico 
from Rat on Pass. 

THE LAST STOr ON THE LONG, LONG TRATI 

Las Vegas, or “The Meadows,” is a 
striking example of the old and new, 
What is now the “Old Town Pine” was 
the fretghters’ stockade; here caravans 
stopped en route ta Santa Fe, On the 
west side of this plaza, brick-faced now 
and used as an office, stands the small 
adobe house upon whose flat roof Cen, 
Stephen W. Kearny stood and first qiro- 
claimed the sovereignty af the United 
States over the vast Southwest that then 
was Mexico's, 

To emigrants and traders, Las Vegas 
was the last haven on the Old Trail, Once 
here, they felt that the gravest Indian 
danger lay behind. 
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Freight, handled when the advancing 
railhead reached Las Vewas, made this a 
lnisy frontier trading post. From the hig 
ranches of the Cartshad and-Koswell eoun- 
try, More than 200 miles away, wool was 


hauled here. Then Las Vegas called itself 


the greatest raw wool market in the world, 
As @ railway division pomt, it still 


serves a large territory of ranches, mites, 


and hiner mills. 

Tf all the people in New Mextoo. ond 
Ariens formed im line, they would hardly 
half equal the number of tourists who tide 
over this trul every year; and many a 
cHuBsing cross-continent motor ptilyrim, 
“holding her stendy at 45 an hour,” never 
suspects how much this history-sonked 
section had to do with shaping our map. 


THROUGH ROMANTIC GLOKIETA PASS 


Ahead are Glorieta Pass and Apache 
Canyon. If in 1846 the Mexican army 
under Armijo had defeated Kearny here, 
instead of retreating and leaving his path 
open to Santa Fe, the western frontier of 
the United States might stil run along 
the Arkansas River, with Mexicans ruling
